aud was aged about 57 years.

ship for many years. lie was aged 71 years.

Martin Ulrick, who owns and manages Ilie 


old Brigge fnrm of 173 acres, has just closed 
a most, profitable year of farming. 
The yield 


he claims for his various crops is ai follows . 
Corn, 51 acres averaging 116J bushels per 
acre. In other words Mr. Ulrick has 5941 
bushels of corn, not including nubbins. Mr. 
Uitick has two measured acres now in shock 
which he would be glad to have anyone husk 
to prove the correctness of his claim. Con- 
trary to the custom of many farmers, Mr. 
Ilrick grows three aud four stalks to the 
nil. 
His potato crop consists of over 6000 


mshels, the yield averaging over 276 busli- 
ils to the acre. lu this computatiou third 
ize potatoes are not included. 


Considering the shortness of the hay crop 


u this section due to dry weather Mr. Ul- 
ick's showing is remarkable. 
While many 


aruiers had grass so short and scant as to 
make it difficult to collect with a horse rake, 
lis crop of hay aveiages 2J tons per acre, 
dr. Ulrick Las laid away for stock feeding 
his wiuler over 5000 bushels of rutabagas 
;rowu ou twenty acres, and about 3000 bush- 
Is of purple top luruipf, the product of ten 
,cres 


Mr. Ulrick has spent a great deal of time 


ind money iu improving his farm since he 
puichased it in the spring of 1897. 
Iu 1898 


planted an orchard of 22 ucies, aud has 


ust finished setting out four acres more of 
onng trees. During the past two and one- 
lalf years there have been completed 1J- 
miles of fencing along the Bordentown road, 
Scott's Creek road and Penn's Manor road. 
A new stable which will accommodate 48 
head of stock will be completed within a 
'ortuight, and the new poultry house, 108 
feet long and 44 feet iu width, is under roof 
)ut not completed. When completed the 
lecoud story will be used as a pigeon loft. 


Mr. Ulrick keeps a large variety of do- 


mestic animals and poultry, having 43 head 
of cattle whicli, by the way, consumed 118 
rack wagon loads of pumpkins, the by-pro- 
duct of the corn fields. About 500 guinea 
lens were raised on this farm last season, 
aud for productiveness Mr. Ulrick says they 
ake the cake. 
Not so, however, with tur- 


keys, ducks and geese, for out of SOO young 
urkeys he succeeded in raising only 100, 
and the snapping turtles in his pond made a 
'east of all the young water fowl. 


Mr Ulrick is justly proud of his farm, 
hich is the finest in the section aud proba- 


)ly one of the most pioductive iu Bucks 
county. 


Mr. Ulrick believes iu heavy fertilizing 


with manure rather than commercial fertili- 
zers, which, by the way, he does not use at 
all. 
In 1898 he used 88 car loads and two 


boat loads ot manure, and this year about 


LOO car loads have been spread on the farm. 


The joint "boom session" of the FaHsing- 


on and Tullytown Cftstles, Knights of the 
Golden Eagle, was a successful aad profita- 
ble meeting for both castles.

iugton castle and ten into the local castle.

of the undertaking.

in the way of its adoption, and it swept over 
the country and was accepted by state legis- 
latures with an ease never equaled iu the 
history of political reforms. 


Perhaps the uufamiliarily of the idea of 


voting machinery, the imperfections and 
consequent partial failures of the first ma- 
chines, and the fact that the first cost of 
them is somewhat heavy may be at fault. 
However it may be, the voling machine is 
now a practical and approved success, and 
ought to be adopted by every, state iu the 
Union. 
It has been put to the severest test. 


rU Ihc recent elections it was used in great 
cities like Buffalo and Brooklyn, and wher- 
ever it has hud one trial the people will no 
more give it up than they would go back 
from the Australian ballot to the old system 
of privately printed tickets and unlimited 
fraud and corruption. 


The advantages of the voting machine are 


many and great. 
First, abjolute secrecy in 


voting and security against the delivery of 
votes for money. 
The voter goes alone into 


a compartment and presses knobs lettered 
with the names of the candidates for whom 
he wishes lo vote. There is no possible tell- 
tale or trace left behind. 
Second, security 


against mistakes ajjd fraud ju making out 
the returns, 
There is no tedious counting, 


no cleiks or tallies. Tho machine oiuiu.pl be 
"stuffed. ' 
Third, quickness in reaching 


results. 
In Buffalo at ihe-late eleptiou the 


last returns were at the city hall thirty-eight 
minutes after the polls closed, 
fourth, 


economy. 
The 
first 
cost of the 
ma- 


chines is an item, but it moans enormous 
saving in the long run. 
Millions of dollars 


aie spent, every year paying clerks. Jit needs 
but a few years of such expenses lo pay for 
the machines outright, leaving future elec- 
tions practically without cost, rio great an 
improvement as this Jn the mechanism of 
elections ought not to be kep* pairing at (he 
door 
The voting machine should J&ud 


speedy and universal adoptlou.

WHS a tribute to the personal qualities of Ihe 
lion. David B. Henderson, now Speaker of 
the House, It was written befoie the con- 
vening of Congress. 
The Sun says of Speak- 


er Henderson : 


His associates in Congress are fond of him 


personally, and to them he is one of the dis- 
tinctesl figures in the House. 
But to an 


overwhelming majority of his fellow citizens 


Gen. Henderson's mimo suggests as yet no 
menial image. 


We call him Qenerul because all his friends 


do. 
We believe thai Colonel is the highest 


military Mile which belongs to him legiti- 
mately, 
lie entered Ihe war as a private, 


served as a First Lieutenant until bis leg 
went lo smash for tbe sake of the Union : 
and when ihe Mump had partially heuled he 
went back to the front as Colonel and fought 
one-legged till the question was settled. No- 
body examines titles very closely in the case 
of a veteran with a rccoid like Henderson's. 
General is none too good for him for every 
day use. 


The partisanship of Gen. Henderson is of 


the downright kind which students of Ihe 
Congressional Record observe likewise in (he 
utterances of Gen. Gresvcnor of Ohio. 
Both 


Henderson and Grosvenor are at the oppo- 
site end of the spectrum from the Mugwump 
band wherein you find men like Henry U 
Johnson, of Indiana, for example. 
A good 


many people who know Henderson and 
Grosvenor only through the printed reports 
of their industrious oiatory, and probably 
some people who have a personal knowledge 
of their superficial chaiacteristics, would be 
inclined to class them together as belonging 
to ihe same type of statesnieuship. There 
are radical differences, however. Perhaps 
an artist would indicate the distinction be- 
tween the two by remarking that while Hen- 
derson's figure shows more color than Gros- 
venor's, the outline of Henderson's fovm is 
somewhat more wavy.

and vigorous promptitude of execution. 
As 


a surprise and a revelation of new, swift 
methods, it almost deserves to rauk with Mr. 
llauna's memorable preliminary canvass in 
the McKiuley year. 


Rhetorically, the Iowa candidate belongs, 


beyond mistake, to the expansive school. 
There are few members cf the Forty-sixth 
House whose collected speeches would afford 
more abundant material lo anybody desirous 
of compiling a lovely floral album. 
He can 


"wrap common sense in highly ornate phrase- 
ology. He can utter commonplace iu impres- 
sive periods, if us wauts to. He can be emo- 
tional, he can be didactic, lie can be elabo 
rately laudatory or violently denunciatory 
according to supposed political exigences or 
Ihe state of his temper as influenced by his 
honorable would : but we are riot aware that 
he has the gift of putting his case in a sen- 
tence that burns or a ^phrase that pierces. 
The Chair will not contain another genius of 
the epigram if Gen. Henderson succeeds Mr. 
Reed. 


Perhaps the most conspicuous train of the 


General's character is his amiable desiieto 
please, at least, when liia leg feels all right, 
and sometimes when it doesn't. 
This is 


greatly to his credit, for it proceeds from the 
genuine waiinlh of soul 
which

friends and political enemies alike recognize 
iu Henderson. 
As we have observed, most 


men iu Congress who know him well ate 
very fond of him. 
Most men who knew Mr. 


Heed well were fond of him, loo ; but where 
Reed dispensed lime juice for the refresh- 
ment of his friends, Henderson ladles out 
treacle.

The Trolley in Bucks County. 


Ainbler Gazette. 


Au outline of the proposed plans and 


improvements of the Doylesiown and Willow 
Grove trolley company for (he coming year 
are interesting, and calculated to make Am- 
bler people envious of the superior accom- 
modation to be afforded lo the neighboring 
county seat. 
First, there are lo be two 


tracks instead of one along the turnpike. 
This will obviate turnouts aud many delays, 
so that cars can make the 13 miles to Willow 
Grove in 35 or 40 minutes. A new bridge is 
to be built across Ihe Neshamiuy at Edison, 
much stronger than the present one and 
abolishing a dangerous curve. 
Second, the 


fare each way tu Willow Grove will be re- 
duced to 10 cents—just to think of it. 
That 


will be just 40 cents round trip from Doyles- 
lowu to the city—a distance both ways of 52 
miles. 
Regular stations will be established. 


Cur service will be so timed as to catch the 
steam road trams on ihe Trenton Cut-off, the 
North East at Willow Grove and the liouud 
Urook at Noble. 
The work on these im 


provemtnts will begiu iu January. Next, is 
to come an extension 
from Doylestown 


through the Buckingham valley'to New 
Hope, a distance of 11 miles, and to which 
place there is now no rail connection. It is 
also believed that the Traction company is 
behind the Quakertown and Doylestown 
road, now building. 
Both the New Hope 


and the Quakertown roads will be great 
feeders to the Willow Grove road beside 
convenience for thousands of people to reich 
their own county seat. 
Then, with opening 


of the trolley road to Newtown, Laughorne 
and Bristol, a matter uf a few weeks at most, 
will give Doylestown and Bucks county gen- 
erally the mo-il superior railway facilities 
such as were not dreamed of a few years 
ago.
